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RADIO IN THE NAVY 


ADIO is the Navy’s first weapon. It 

provides the means of detecting and 
intercepting the enemy, the means of de- 
ceiving the enemy, and is the Navy’s 
primary means for the exercise of com- 
mand in strategical and tactical opera- 
tions. 

Modern naval operations involye the 
entrol of forces in widely different lo- 
aalities whose movements must be co- 
ordinated and directed instantaneously 
at the will of the responsible naval com- 
mander. The ever extending areas of 
operations, the constantly increasing dis 
tances of scouting units, the extensive 
use of aircraft, and the high speeds neces 
sary in modern warfare, render success 
impossible unless the commands in- 
volved in a naval campaign have eflicient 
means of communication at their dis- 
posal. The ideal means of communica- 
tion is made available through the main 
tenance of command radio circuits in the 
operation of which exclusiveness is the 
fundamental concept. The nature of the 
nilitary units served and the complex 
operations involved have established uni- 
versal recognition of the Navy’s vital in-

terest in radio and its development to | 


meet the demands of national defense. 
This the Navy has realized from the very 
inception of the radio art. 


This vital interest of the Navy in radio | 


Was recognized by our government as 
early as 1904. In consequence, funds 
have been made available in order to en 
‘ble the Navy to create and maintain a 
communication system not only to meet 
the requirements of national defense, but 
also to fulfill many other functions with 
ot which the activities of the United 
States Merchant Marine and many other 
dyil enterprises would be seriously han 
dicapped. The Navy furnishes a radio 
time signal service; broadcasts weather 
ind storm warnings, warnings issued by 
the ice patrol, and other information of 
importances to mariners; maintains a 
tadio direction finder service; and rend 
ets other miscellaneous services in co 
operation with government and industry. 
These non-military services are rendered 
nly in so far as possible without conflict 
with the maintenance and operation of 
the Navy’s extensive system of command 
radio circuits so essential to the success 
ful conduct of necessary naval opera 
tions. In other words, the necessities of 
Pacetime demands upon the Naval Com 
munication Service are not allowed to 
interfere with the Navy’s preparation for 
its wartime task. 


As the Navy has been an important fac 
lor in the growth of the steel industry in 
the United States, so too has the Navy, 
to an even greater extent, played an im 
bortant role in the development of radio. 

The Navy Department made its first 
tdio installation in 1900. At that time 
ill equipment had to be purchased abroad. 

7 apparatus obtained in this manner 
Was not Satisfactory for use on ship- 
board. The demand for radio equipment 
sulted in the formation of several

Two Navy Boards Report 

Bureaus of the Navy Department are 
now studying copies of the report of the 
board convened 1 Aug. under chairman 
ship of Rear Adm. Ernest J. King, to 
study problems of the commissioned per 
sonnel of the various Staff Corps and of 
officers assigned to Engineering Duty 
Only and Aeronautical Engineering Duty 
Only. The board completed its almost 
daily sessions on 9 Dee. 

Aides of Acting Secretary of the Navy 
Charles Edison stated this week that Mr 
Edison would begin study of the report 
when he returns to Washington on 27 Dee. 

By that time it is expected that the sec 
ond of the two personnel board will also 
have submitted its report. This board, 
headed by Rear Adm. Frederick J. Horne, 
who like Admiral King is a member of 
the General Board, began its hearings 18 
July. Admiral Horne’s board is studying 
personnel problems of aviators of the 
Regular Navy and Naval Reserve. 

Both boards were formed in compliance 
with requests of Congress which asked 
to have reports of the boards, together 
with recommendations for changes in ex 
isting personnel legislation, if any, ready 
for it when it convenes in January. Re 
quest for formation of the aviation board 
was contained in an amendment to the 
Naval Reserve Aviation Act of 1939, and 
request for a report on Staff Corps prob 
lems in one of the amendments to the Line 
Selection Act of 1938

Army Carries Forward 
Extended Training Plan 


The intensified training program insti- 
tuted in the Army following the Dresi- 
dent's Emergency proclamation has gone 
forward so rapidly that it is now being 
felt in every phase of military activity. 
Points which show the progress and ex- 
tent of the program were brought out this 
week as follows: 

Preliminary Corps exercises will be- 
gin the latter part of February or early 
March at which time Secretary of War 
Harry Hl. Woodring plans to visit the 
units in the field to witness both the 
conclusion of the divisional and the be- 
ginning of the Corps exercises, 

An Air Defense Command will be es- 
tablished and will include antiaircraft 
units, interceptor-pursuit groups, and 
an aircraft warning service of signal 
communications, To facilitate training, 
the first command of this nature will 
be set-up in the northeastern United 
States using existing ports, 

Training of ground troops having ad- 
vanced to the point where the Air Corps 
can be employed regularly with mutual 
benefit to both, seven observation 
squadrons will be attached for training, 
one to each of the tive Infantry Divi 
sions, one to the First Cavalry Divi- 
sion, and one to the 7th Cavalry Bri- 
gade (Mechanized). 

All tank units of the Regular Army, 
except the Third and 11th Companies 
at It. Lewis and Schofield Barracks, 
will be concentrated at It, Denning, 
Ga. for four months’ training. The 
tank companies will become GHQ 
troops. 

Contingent on the appropriation of 
funds, the War Department is plan- 
ning to conduct tield exercises in each 
of the four armies next summer. 

Special intensified training is going 
forward under special funds alloted to 
the Corps Area commanders for troops 
not engaged in the divisional and corps 
exercises, 

The Third Division, units of the 
Gig Air Force, together with other 
Army troops from the West Coast, will 
engage in a Joint Exercise with the 
Navy on the Pacifie Coast. At the con 
clusion of the Joint exercise the Third 
Division will stay at Camp Ord, Calif., 
for four months’ ftleld training, 

New transportation for troops concen- 
trated in the field will not be delivered in 
substantial quantities until 15 April. Con- 
sequently a number of units will not be 
able to return to their home stations suf- 
ficiently in advance of the beginning of 
their civilian training to permit annual 
target practice at home stations, Such 
units probably will conduct their target 
practice in the field prior to the maneu 
vers of the large units. 

It was explained at the War Depart- 
ment that due to their rapidity of move- 
ment, the modern divisions must have the 
advantage of aerial reconnaissance, and 
that training of observation squadrons 
with the ground forces is likewise essen- 
tial. 

Air Corps units to be employed are at 
present engaged in mapping and other

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EDITORIALS APPEARING in the leading papers of the nation on the recent 
naval engagement between three British cruisers and the German 11-inch gun cruiser 
Graf Spee reflect praise for the strategy and courage of the British commander, a 
belief that Uruguay acted the part of a disinterested neutral, and surprise at the “in- 
glorious” disposition of the Graf Spee, scuttled at the hands of her crew. 


The New York Times states, “This was a battle won when the Graf Spee was 
forced, despite her more powerful guns, to run for shelter in the face of the naval 
fighting skill that is a tradition of the British Navy. That the Graf Spee was out- 
numbered and her fuel running low made the battle odds less than even, it is true. 
But that plight in which she found herself was a part of the British achievement. 
The loss to the Germans of what has, with exaggeration, been called ‘one-third of 
the Germany Navy,’ is unquestionably a serious blow.” 


Terming the scuttling of the Graf Spee “An Inglorious End,” the Washington, 
D. C. Star, writes, “There is no gainsaying that the choice of this course will be re- 
ceived in the lay mind as an inglorious chapter in German Naval history. It runs 
counter to all the traditions sacred in particular to American and British sea fight- 
ers. It wholly lacks the John Paul Jones or the Nelson touch. 


“The German fleet * * * has yielded up that which has been the pride of sea 
fighters since navies existed—the sacred tradition of facing the enemy as long as 
there is a shot left in the locker and inflicting upon him every shred of possible dam- 


age before succumbing to the inevitable. 


‘The Christian Science Monitor, of Boston, Mass., discusses Uruguay’s attitude 
toward the Graf Spee: “Despite diplomatic pressure on Uruguay, it would appear 
that the country has acted with the same dispassion and the same regard for inter- 
national law as was shown by Norway in the case of the City of Flint. It is generally 
conceded that a nation may adopt such domestic legislation on neutrality as it may 
deem necessary to keep out of war, provided this legislation is applied equally to 
belligerents. Differences between Uruguay’s and the United States’ laws on belliger-

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ent battleships in their ports therefore are no indication that either of these Coun- 
tries’ concepts of neutral duties are faulty.” 


The Chicago Daily Tribune questions the lack of a decisive victory by the British, 
The Tribune states, “We could not imagine a Farragut, a Dewey or a Sampson ep 
gaging an enemy for 14 hours with all ships afloat when the firing ceased. That raises 
the question of the spirit of the commanders which will have a bearing on the worth 
of the types of ships engaged. Until more is known of the sea fight, what credit there 
is seems to belong to the two light British cruisers which chased their heayier op 
ponent into the protection of a neutral port. We may be quite certain that in the days 
of sail the American Constitution, with Hull in command, would have sunk both the 
British frigate equivalents of those two light cruisers.” 


Following the scuttling of the Graf Spee, the Washington, D. C. Post editorial. 
ized, “It was for sentimental reasons that the officers of the Graf Spee, probably on 
direct orders from Berlin, decided that the ship must be destroyed by German hands 
rather than be sent to her doom by an enemy. Thus in far away Uruguay there was 
repeated—the parallel must appear ominous to thinking Germans—the story of the 
German Fleet at Scapa Flow following the Armistice. Afloat within range of allied 
naval guns the Graf Spee would have been a target providing the British and French 
admiralties with useful experience to be put into practice against the Admiral you 
Scheer and the Deutschland. By scuttling the Graf Spee a better chance of survival, 
for a while longer, may have been given these sister ships.” 


“The German commander,” writes the Baltimore, Md., Sun, “apparently acting 
on instructions from his superiors in Germany, chose a course which few had even 
considered possible. His action provided an ending for his ship equally as dramatic 
as a dash for the open sea would have been, and one even more effective than intern. 
ment in depriving the British Navy of the full enjoyment of its initial triumph in 
bottling up the German raider. Few occurrences in naval warfare seem more dramatic, 
but if the Germans provide the spectacular elements of this highly colorful incident, 
the British have the solid satisfaction of knowing that a sea raider * * * has not only 
come to the end of its career but that the primary cause of this denouement was the 
accuracy of British naval gunnery.”

Naval forces expected to participate in 
this training include the major portion of 
the U.S. Fleet normally based in the San 
Pedro-San Diego Area. 

The exercise will include the embarka- 
tion in Puget Sound of the 3rd Division 
in five or six Army transports, movement 
under convoy as in actual operations and 
conduct of landing operations against de- 
fending forces somewhere on the coast of 
California, between Santa Barbara and 
San Francisco (both exclusive). It is es- 
timated that the Army will have approxi- 
mately 10,000 men participating in the 
exercise, 

The Naval forees participating in the 
landing operations will be under the com- 
mand of Adm. C. P. Snyder, USN. 

Maj. Gen. Waiter ©. Sweeney, Com- 
mander of the 3rd Division, will be in 
command of all Army forces participat- 
ing in the landing operations. Brig. Gen. 
Henry T. Burgin, Commander of the 
Ninth Coast Artillery District, will be in 
command of the defending troops. 

It is anticipated that the 3rd Division, 
following the landing operations, will re- 
main in California for two or three 
months for additional field training. 

In preparation for the Joint program 
the U. S. Army Transport Republic will 
be sent to Puget Sound early in January 
to embark a portion of the 3d Division 
and transport it to the Fleet base at San 
Pedro for a week’s training in landing. 
During this period an excellent opportun- 
ity will be afforded to officers of the Army 
and of the Fleet to exchange ideas on all 
aspects of our national defense. 

In order that the defense forces receive

the maximum training, it is necessary 
that they operate against a realistic land- 
ing force. For this reason it is considered 
essential to the success of the training 
program that the Army forces participat- 
ing in the landing be trained in landing 
through the surf. It is contemplated, 
therefore, to hold numerous practice land- 
ings in the San Pedro area which has 
been chosen because of the availability 
of Fleet facilities. 

Training exercises of this nature have 
been conducted from time to time in the 
past. The last opportunity afforded to 
the Army on the Pacific Coast to operate 
with the Fleet in this important phase of 
training was in 1937. Similar operations 
have been conducted by the Fleet Marine 
Force during recent years and it is part 
of their equipment which will be used in 
providing this training for the Army. 





Training in Corps Areas 

In addition to the divisional and corps 
units on temporary field duty, the War 
Department has atlotted additional funds 
to corps area commanders for intensified 
training of other units remaining under 
their command. This additional train- 
ing has been going forward rapidly. 

Outstanding feature of the intensified 
training program under the corps areas 
is a large concentration of troops at Camp 
Robinson, Ark., where a number of units 
of Infantry, Cavalry and engineers have 
been brought together. The new camp is 
commanded by Col. Arthur Wilson, 14th 
Cavalry. 

Concentration orders for troops of the 
Sth Division affected but one unit in the 
7th Corps Area, Battery C, 19th Field 
Artillery of Fort Snelling, Minnesota. 
This unit moved by motor from Fort 
Snelling to Fort Knox, Ky.

With a view to the accomplishment of 
complete organizational training, it was 
suggested to the War Department that the 
Ist Squadron 14th Cavalry and the 2d 
Battalion 3d Field Artillery, Fort Sheri- 
dan, Ill, (Sixth Corps Area) be ordered 
to Camp Robinson.

On 13 December 1939, it was decided 
that the Ist Battalion 3rd Field Artillery 
and Troop A 9th Engineer Squadron, Ft. 
Riley, Kansas, would be ordered to Camp 
Robinson, so as to arrive about 2 Janu- 
ary 140; movement to be by motor and 
rail. 

Following receipt of the War Depart- 
ment directive for winter field training, 
all units were started on schedules of in- 
tensive basie and organization field train- 
ing. 

The object of concentrating all units at 
a common training center was to provide 
intensive, progressive, unit and combined 
training in the field, with a view to de- 
veloping efficient combat units and to in- 
sure that training was well balanced and 
progressively increased. Advanced unit 





training is to be initiated concurrently 
with basic and unit training and com. 
bined arms training and is to progress so 
that during the latter weeks ef the period 
exercises, involving the combined arms, 
will be successfully accomplished.

In general the training in the Eighth 
Corps Area is characterized by a sub- 
stantial increase in combat firing and by 
more frequent and more extended periods 
of field maneuvers.

Rapid Increase in S. C. Nat. Gd. 

Brig. Gen. James C. Dozier, the Ad- 
jutant General of South Carolina, has re 
ported to the War Department that the 
National Guard of that state reached its 
full authorized strength in three weeks’ 
time. 

Recently, the War Department author 
ized the South Carolina National Guard 
to increase its strength by 1,122 enlisted 
men. This was accomplished in twenty 
one days. At the present time, there are, 
in addition, approximately 430 men on a 


waiting list to fill any current or pro- 
spective vacancies. 
General Dozier estimates that more 


than 90 per cent of the total strength of 
the Guard of his state will participate in 
the extra seven days’ field training re 
cently authorized for the National Guard 
of the several states. 

Since September, when the President 
authorized an increase in the enlisted 
strength of the National Guard to 235,- 
000, more than 38,000 new recruits have 
been enrolled in the Guard, The strength 
on 11 Dee. was 222,439. Telegraphic re- 
ports from state adjutants general indi- 
eate that the recruiting program is go- 
ing forward satisfactorily in all those 
states which have not already filled their 
quotas, 





Standards for Color Perception 

So much of Section If, Circular No. 74, 
War Department, 1937, as pertains to 
paragraph 8d, AR 40-105, has been re 
scinded. Pending the printing of changes 
in AR 40-105, 20 May 1928, paragraph 1Sd 
of those regulations is changed as fol 
lows: 

d. Color perception. 

(1) Impairment of the sense of color percep 
tion in a pronounced degree is cause for re 
jection, The minimum requirement for gen 
eral qualification shall consist of the ability 
to distinguish and identify without confusion 
the color of an object, substance, material, or 
light that is uniformly colored a pure red; 
and of an object, substance, material, or light 
that is uniformly colored a pure green, 

(2) For commission in the Medical Depart 
ment impairment of the sense of color pre 
ception for red and green is cause for rejec 
tion,

Honor Lt. Gen. Drum 

The Distinguished Service Medal of 
the American Defense Society was pre- 
sented to Lieutenant General Hugh A. 
Drum, commanding general of the First 
Army and the Second Corps Area, at a 
banquet in New York City 15 December. 
In accepting the medal General Drum 
said that he did so “as a measure of your 
understanding that it is through the ef- 
forts of every officer and man in our 
Army that we are aware of the problems 
which face us today.” 

In his address General Drum stated: 

“Under the conditions of a imited National 
Emergency, the President has authorized an 
increase in the Regular Army to 227,000 and 
in the National Guard to 235,000, and an air 
program to 5500 airplanes and considerable 
funds for modern arms, equipment and trans- 
portation. In the fleld of organization and 
training, the lessons from our Plattsburg 
Maneuvers are now bearing fruit. Additional 
training has been tinanced, To overcome the 
defects associated with the Army being seat 
tered in small garrisons and communities 
throughout the country, concentrations of 
divisions for winter training are now under 
way which will assist in the development of 
new types of organizations. It is hoped that 
additional funds for the much needed larger 
organizations such as corps and armies will 
be available in the near future, 

“Next month, when our Congress resumes 
its considerations of the problems which 
face our nation, it is our earnest hope that 
this paramount issue of adequate national 
defense shall be first among its deliberations. 

“We are all aware that in the field of poli- 
tical philosophy today, force remains an es 
sential factor. We are equally aware that 
if we as citizens are to enjoy the rights and 
privileges of our society, then we must cheer- 
fully accept the obligations that accompany 
them. Vigilant citizens everywhere’ are 
aroused and eager to support our national 
defense, A responsive Congress should be 
prepared to provide the funds and the op- 
portunity for the realization of the War De- 
partment plans which IT have deseribed to 
you. The nation is aware today, as never 
before, that there is a price which must be 


paid if we are to enjoy peace.” 
———— 


Moral Rearmament 


Asserting that armed might is only one 
factor leading to national security, Sec- 
retary of War Harry H. Woodring, in a 
radio broadcast 19 Deec., declared that 
the “fight for moral rearmament gives 
hope of a war that can really end war.” 
Mr. Woodring said: 

“As your Secretary of War, it is my duty 
to see to it that every dollar of the people's 
money, intended for that purpose, be made 
to do its share in strengthening our military 
defenses and to insist.that the Army of the 
United States be prepared to meet any threat 
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of aggression which might imperil our peace 
and our security. 


“Realizing, however, that armed might is 
only one factor leading to such security, I 
aim vitally interested also in the means by 


which the economic structure of the nation 
and the moral fiber of our people may con 
tinue to develop so that their full potency 
may be made more effective in assuring a 
peaceful settlement of any differences which 
may arise between our nation and other na 
tions in the our international 
intercourse.

Pershing stated recently: 


‘This moral rearmament should enlist the 
support of all thinking people. There is a 
spiritual emotion which underlies all true 


patriotism, and good citizenship itself is de 
pendent upon the high sense of moral obliga- 
tion of the people. Today, confronted by con 
ditions so threatening to world peace, we 
must rededicate ourselves to the faith of our 
forefathers if we are to be worthy of our 
heritage.’ 

“America’s ramparts are the moral and 
spiritual qualities of her people. America’s 
frontier is the front-line of the battle for a 
change of heart in this and every land. The 
fight for moral rearmament gives hope of 


a war that can really end war; a spiritual 
conquest of the materialism within our 
borders; a conquest which can transcend 


barriers of class, race, and political philoso- 
phy, and give to our nation a voice to be 
heard, a name to be blessed, and a destiny to 
follow throughout a world in which there 
shall be no more war.” 





Air Defense Command 


An important step toward the comple- 
tion of comprehensive plans for the na- 
tional defense will be taken in the near 
future by the War Department, Secretary 
Woodring announced this week. In brief, 
an air defense command will be created 
which will include the coordinated con- 
trol of antiaircraft units, squadrons of 
pursuit planes, and the aircraft warning 
service of signal communications, all 
elements for the protection of an area 
against hostile air attack. The com- 
mander will be Col. James E. Chaney, 
Air Corps, who will be promoted to the 
grade of brigadier general of the line. 

At the present time, all of the mobile 
combat units of the Air Corps are con- 
centrated in the GITQ Air Force. This 
command is divided into three wings, lo- 
cated respectively on the west coast, the 
east coast and the gulf coast. It includes 
offensive and defensive types of aircraft, 
bombers, attack and pursuit planes, and 


reconnaissance squadrons. Our ground 
antiaircraft defense consists of some 
fixed antiaircraft artillery in strategic 


localities, but principally of mobile anti- 


aircraft artillery regiments, now scat- 
tered throughout the United States at 
Army posts. 

The creation of an air defense com- 


mand will provide experience and the 
basis for future developments of this na- 
ture, in the control of both air and anti- 
aircraft units, interceptor-pursuit groups, 
antiaircraft regiments and signal corps 
units. The interceptor-pursuit groups 
will provide the highly mobile long-range 
weapons for the purpose of meeting and 
defeating any hostile air attack threat- 
ening a particular area and, in coopera- 
tion with the antiaircraft artillery units, 
will furnish close-in defense for vital 
localities, whether for cities, manufac- 





turing areas or for armies in the fleid 
The signal corps communications Units 
will provide the necessary aircraft warp. 
ing service. 

To facilitate training, it is intendeg 
initially to establish the first command 
of this nature in the northeastern part of 
the United States, utilizing existing 
Army posts and air fields to maximuy 
capacity. The new Northeast Air Base 
(Westover Field) will, upon its comple 
tion, become one of the more importa 
elements of this organization. Meanwhile. 


existing air fields and posts must je 
utilized. 
Since forces of several arms are jp. 


volved, this command should be organized 
and developed by a specially qualified 
general officer Charged with the training 
of both ground and air units and with the 
perfection of the coordination necessary 
to defend an area against air attack, |

and who will be promoted to the grade of 
Brigadier General on 1 January 10, jg 
an officer of outstanding record and repu- 
tation, a graduate of the Army War Col- 
lege, an ex-member of the War Depart.

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The Magnetic Mine 


With speculations rampant during the 
past few weeks over existence of non- 
contact mines, which depend upon mag- 
netic impulses such as that set up by a 
ship passing over or near the mine, to 
activate the detonator of the mine, the 
following article from the Illustrated 
London News is of special interest. Pat- 
ent files in Washington do not appear to 
reveal any magnetic mines under the nor- 
mal classification of “mines, submarine,” 
but the existence of such mines is gener- 
ally conceded, and it is understood there 
are American patents for them. It is con- 
ceivable that there are types of mines in 
which the magnetic impulse would first 
release the mine from a mooring and per- 
mit it to start upward before exploding, 
though this would hardly be necessary in 
the shallow waters of the North Sea. 

The News says: “Whether or not the 
magnetic mine is Hitler’s ‘secret weapon,’ 
the possibilities of a non-contact mine 
have long been known to Admiralties, and 
its design is familiar to experts. Magnetic 
mines, having neither cable, winch, nor 
sinker, can be laid from the air as well 
as by U-Boat. To mitigate the shock to 
the mine’s mechanism, a parachute may 
be attached, though from a height not 
greater than 50 feet the parachute would 
not be necessary. A third method is to 
sow them from a seaplane temporarily 
resting on the surface. Seaplanes of the 
Heinkel ‘He. 115’ type, believed to have 
been used in this new form of mine lay- 
ing, could probably carry four mines. 
Magnetic mines laid from the air are 
probably of a lighter type than those laid 
by U-boat; in either case they are, of 
course, far lighter than ordinary mines, 
while, as they do not require buoyancy 
chambers, practically the whole of the 
mine’s interior can be filled with explo- 
sive. 

“Once the mine—which can only be laid 
in shallow waters, such as abound in the 
North Sea—has dropped to the sea-bed, 
it lies there inoperative for some 15-30 
minutes, this giving the minelayer, if a 
U-boat, time to get out of its range. Mean- 
while, the soluble safety seal is dissolved 
by the sea-water. If placed in not more 
than 50-60 feet of water the mine remains 
inactive until a metal ship passes over or 
near it. A ship may be drawing 25 feet of 
water, so that the hull is within 25 feet 
of the mine. Now every metal structure, 
such as # ship, is surrounded by a mag- 
netic field, and though feeble, this area 
of electric force is suflicient to attract the 
sensitive needle of the mine. This oper- 
ates the first electrical relay, which 
through other relays ‘boosts up’ the elec- 
tric force to operate the detonator and 
explode the mine. The explosion drives 
a ‘hole’ in the surrounding water (as does 
a depth-charge), and the pressure bursts 
open the plates of the ship—the mine it- 
self never coming in direct contact with 
her. 

“The principal increased danger of 
magnetic mines, as opposed to ordinary 
mines, is that, being unmoored, ordinary 
minesweeping devices do not touch them. 
This also applies, in a certain degree, to 
the type of moored magnetic mine with 
wire antennae. A sweep or paravane could 
certainly minimize the effect of the ex- 
plosion by causing it to occur at a greater 
distance from the ship; but the latter 
would still receive a severe shock. A point 
about ordinary minesweeping might here 
be made: a mine does not strike the bows 
of a ship, for the small cushion of water 
raised by the ship’s progress causes the 
mine to swing out and then swing back 
upon the side of the ship.”

small radio manufacturing companies in 
this country. 

rom the beginning, the Navy adopted 
a policy of intimate cooperation with 
these companies in all matters of design 
and development, thus assisting them in 
the production of reliable apparatus suit- 
able for use on bourd ship. Since there 
was practically no other field for sale 
of radio equipment, except to ships, there 
was keen competition between the com- 
panies for the Navy’s orders, a healthy 
condition which resulted in better de- 
signed equipment. 

The prices paid by the Navy neces- 
sarily included development charges, and 
were, therefore, higher than commercial 
shipping companies would ordinarily pay 
for apparatus which they had not yet 
found serviceable. Thus, by being the 
first to create the demand and also by 
assuming a large part of the development 
charges of these pioneer companies, the 
Navy provided the incentive and prac- 
tically supported this growing industry. 

Further assistance in the development 
of radio wus rendered, and is now being 
rendered, by the Navy in the preparation 
of exacting specifications. Then, as now, 
the policy of the Navy has been to de- 
mand a more advanced type of equipment 
than the market affords. 

Invariably, it has been found that the 
manufacturing oe will in time 
produce whatever the N vavy specifications 
require, The Navy's policy thus assists 
in influencing a steady advance in the 
radio art. Equipment thus developed in 
quantity for the Navy is made available 


for the commercial market at prices 
which are within reach of privately 
owned shipping companies and = other 


business enterprises. 

Among the types of equipment in the 
development of which the Navy has had 
a large share may be mentioned vacuum 
tubes, measuring instruments, conden- 
sers, insulators and insulating materials, 
radio masts, antennaes, radio direction 
finders, radio telephones, and radio me- 
chanical relays. 

In each case of development by the 
Navy, rugged types of apparatus have 
been required to meet the severe test of 
service conditions on board ship. In al- 
most every instance the equipment has 
later found application in the commer- 
cial field which has, therefore, profited by 
the high standards of performance re- 
quired by the Navy. 

The Navy has never lost sight of the 
necessity of study and research in the 
development of radio in the ever widen- 
ing fields of military usefulness. Scien- 
tific discoveries which appear applicable 
are continuously investigated and de- 
veloped in practicable form. Our = sys- 
tems are constantly undergoing renova- 
tions, modernizations and enlargements, 
better to fulfill the requirements of the 
Navy to meet its responsibilities in the 
defense of the United States. The un- 
folding of the radio art has witnessed 
technical revolutions which have made 
this necessary in order to keep pace with 
the remarkable improvements in radio as 
a long distance medium of communica- 
tions. All this has been done in close co- 
operation with those engaged in research 
and design in the radio industry in order 
that new achievments may give their 
greatest possible military service at the 
earliest possible time. 

No reasonably accurate prediction can 
suggest the future development of the 
radio art. Each advance, each new dis- 
covery, each new application has po- 
tential military significance. The radio 
spectrum is yielding new channels of 
communication. The radio industry is

Comdr. Raney Commended 
The Commandant of the Coast Guard 
has transmitted a letter of commendation 
to Lt. Comdr. R. L. Raney, commanding 
officer of the Salem, Mass., Coast Guard

Germans 
admitted, however, that some of the 
British planes reached Wilhelmshaven 
but. held that antiaircraft fire made it 
impossible for them to drop more than 
three or four bombs, all of which fell in 
the open countryside, 


On the other side of the ledger the 
tritish announced that the destroyer 


IIMS Duchess was lost in a collision with 
another British vessel. Also the German 
campaign against British trawlers by 
bombing and machine gunning them from 
the air continued with seven more re- 
ported lost. 

While the Graf Spee and Columbus in- 
cident brought the war close to the 
Americas, even closer to home was the 
Arauca incident early in the week. The 
Arauca, German freighter, evaded a 
British destroyer and came into Fort 
Lauderdale, Fla., protecting herself by 
maneuvering so that an American vessel 
was between herself and the British de- 
stroyer.

1989, 
abandoned the search for the vessel Made- 
line and Flora, during which Coast Guard 
and Navy vessels covered 90,000 square 
miles of the Atlantic, 

Pension Rights 

Due to the rapid expansion of the 
Coast Guard, Headquarters this week 
called to the attention of members of the 
Coast Guard their protection under ex- 
isting pension legislation. In July, 1930, 
Congress made applicable to the Coast 
Guard the General Pension Laws of the 
United States. In some cases, pensions 
accruable to Coast Guard personnel for 
injuries sustained in service and in line 
of duty are greater under the general 
pension laws than under the Coast Guard 
Disability Retirement law. In the event 
of cases of this kind, personnel of the 
Coast Guard may relinquish their Coast 
Giuard status and become eligible for the 
general pension benefits. Kxisting law 
provides that no pensions under the gen- 
eral pension laws may be payable to any 
commissioned officer, warrant officer or 
enlisted man of the Coast Guard, active 
or retired. Therefore it is necessary for 
such persons to sever their Coast Guard 
connections to take advantage of the gen- 
eral pension laws. 

Under the general pension laws, admin- 
istered by the Veterans’ Administration, 
10 per cent disability gives $7.50 per 
month; 20 per cent, $15.00; 30 per cent, 
$22.50; 40 per cent, $30.00; 50 per cent, 
$37.50; 60 per cent, $45.00; 70 per cent, 
$52.50; 80 per cent, $60.00; 90 per cent, 
$67.50 and 100 per cent, $75.00. In case 
of the loss of a hand, foot or eye, pay- 
ments are higher. 


Soldier’s Medal Awards 

The War Department announced this 

week the award of two Soldier’s Medals 

to enlisted men of the United States 
Army. 


Staff Sgt. John B. Garrett, IHqs. and 
IIqs. Btry, 2nd Batt., 83rd FA, received 
the award for heroism displayed on the 
night of 17 Sept. 1939, at Ft. Bragg, N. C., 
when, as a member of the Military Police 
and Ranger Detachment, he apprehended 
an armed murderer. The circumstances 
surrounding Sergeant Garrett’s appre- 
hension of the murderer, climaxed by an 
exchange of pistol fire that resulted in 
the wounding of the wanted man, are 
cited by the War Department as reflect- 
ing great credit on Sergeant Garrett and 
the military service.

IF LORD FISHER, THE GRIM OLD British Seadog were alive, he would point 
to the action in which the Graf Spee was forced to seek haven in Montevideo, as proof 
of his theory that speed is the primary requisite of men-of-war. In a memorandum 
to Winston Churchill, First Lord of the Admiralty, written in 1912, he said: 

“The most damnable person for you to have any dealings with is a Naval Expert! 
Sea fighting is pure common sense. The first of all its necessities is SPEED, so as to 
be able to fight— 

When you like 
Where you like 
and How you like. 

“Therefore the super-Lion, the super-Swift and the super-Submarine are the only 
three types for fighting (speed being THE characteristic of each of these types). 
AVIATION has wiped out the intermediate types. No armor for anything but the 
super-Lion and there restricted. Speed over 30 knots; all oil; 10 ‘improved’ guns; and 
you make the Germans squirm.” 

Certainly, the manner in which Commodore, now Rear Admiral Harwood, 
maneuvered his command of three cruisers, bore out the view expressed by Lord 
Fisher. Their superior speed—3214 knots against the Spee’s 26 knots, probably less 
because her bottom was foul—permitted the vessel (Ixeter?) that first sighted the 
pocket battleship to conduct a delayed action until her consorts, notified by wireless, 
appeared. Then it was the case of the hounds and the boar. While the Spee was en- 
gaged with one ship, the others dashed to attack, and when she turned her guns on 
them they fled beyond range. The late Capt. Hans Langsdorff, then commanding the 
German ship, himself stated he was chivvied in such manner that two cruisers forced 
him toward the shoreline and prevented him from gaining the open sea, a statement 
which, by the way, indicates he was not low in fuel as was subsequently alleged. 
By their well executed tactics, possibly only because of their greater speed, the Har- 
wood command demonstrated they could fight when they liked, where they liked, 
and how they liked. They demonstrated, too, another Fisher theory, that armor is 
not necessarily essential when superior speed exists. 

Since the World War, more attention has been given by ship designers to this 
factor of speed. Especially is this true of our own. We have stepped up the speed 
of our battleships from approximately 21 knots for those in commission to 30 knots 
for those building. We have cruisers which will do 35 knots, and aircraft carriers, 
844% knots. Our latest destroyers and submarines are faster than their predecessors. 
Thus we, too, hold that speed is armor, and while not sacrificing the latter are search- 
ing constantly to develop improvements, which will enable us to overtake or elude 
any enemy that might confront us, 


PLANS NOW UNDERWAY promise to make 1940 a banner training year for the 
United States Army, the National Guard and the Reserves. Already in the field are 
five Infantry Divisions, a Cavalry Division and some corps units. Before the new 
year gets well underway it is hoped to have these units operating together in exten- 
sive corps exercises which will serve not only to give valuable training to all per- 
sonnel from buck privates to generals, but to determine the effectiveness of the new 
divisional and corps organization recently adopted. If provisions of the new budget 
are approved by Congress, and there is every indication they will be, the five Infantry 
divisiens will be increased to nine, the corps organization will be expanded, the 
mechanized brigade will be built up to a mechanized division, the second cavalry divi- 
sion will be completely organized and, probably, a hard-hitting cavalry corps will 
be provided. Instead of the usual field exercise for one army there will be field exer- 
cises for all four armies. For the National Guard there will be 60 armory drills in- 
stead of the usual 48 and the field exercises will be vastly expanded so that virtually 
all of the guard units will participate in large scale Army exercises. For officers of 
the Reserve corps the aim is to provide active duty training for every combat officer 
who can participate. Compared with the meager two weeks of field training for one 
Army, such as has been the custom in the past, 1940 will be the busiest training year 
the Army has ever seen in peace. Our total personnel strength will not approach that 
of other world powers, but it is the atm of the secretary and chief of staff to make it 
80 well organized, equipped and trained that its very formidableness will insure the 
nation’s safety.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











Foreign Affairs—When Pan-America set up the so-called Safety Belt around the 
Western Hemisphere, it was apparent it would be disregarded by the belligerents 
unless they were convinced that measures would be employed to compel its respect. 
The battle which resulted in the destruction of the Spee occurred well within the 
Belt and, on occasions, even in Uruguayan coastal waters. The liner Columbus seems 
to have been well outside the Belt when she was overhauled by a British destroyer, 
and was foundered to avoid capture. However, in her effort to escape she might well 
have been caught by a British scout, and there is no doubt that if necessary, the latter 
would have fired upon her. 

Thus, the Nations which established the Belt have been brought to the point of 
making a decision whether to uphold or abandon it. Uruguay has brought the Spee 
violation to the attention of her sister republics, including the United States. Dis- 
cussing the act, Under Secretary of State Welles, in a speech before the Cuban Cham- 
ber of Commerce in New York this week, declared: “I feel confident that after con- 
sultation between them, the American Governments will promptly determine upon 
measures which they may take, which will make very much less likely in the future 
such disregard for their legitimate requirements and for their inalienable right of 
self-protection.” 

Mr. Welles refers to “measures,” which would seem to indicate that stiffer action 
will be taken than a mere protest to the British and German Governments, Neither 
of these Governments has admitted to the neutrals of this Hemisphere their control 
of any other waters than those within the recognized three mile limit, and replying 
to the Pan-American protest it is entirely likely that both will reiterate this view. 
When they do, the question will arise as to the next step on the part of the Republics. 
Iby that time there will be in session at Rio de Janeiro a permanent Neutrality Com- 
mittee, whose duty it will be to recommend to the American Governments the de- 
cisions which should be reached on problems involving their rights and obligations as 
neutrals. As the purpose of all the Republics is to keep war away from this Hemi- 
sphere, it is apparent they will not use force to prevent invasion of the Belt. Applica- 
tion of economic sanctions would bear more hardly upon Great Britain and France 
than upon Germany. The suggestion that internment of any and every vessel entering 
western waters could be enforced would not disturb Berlin, since Hitler has given 
orders that every German vessel in danger of capture shall be scuttled. Vossibly, 
Ambassiudors might be withdrawn from the offending countries, or claims presented 
to be the subject of arbitration after peace shall have come. 

It is evident that enforcement ef the safety belt embarks the West upon a new 
field of anti-war endeavor, What one of the belligerents might do if Pan America 
applied penalties to it is a question also to be considered, Captain Langsdorff, who 
voluntarily joined his ship in death, declared formally that the ruling of the Uruguay- 
an Government “forces me to abandon the port of Montevideo with a ship which has 
not been repaired in the manner necessary for security of navigation of the same.” 
Hlere is the basis of a claim against Uruguay by the German Government. Will the 
United States support the action of Uruguay? Undoubtedly, it will, in which case 
German anger against us, already bitter, will be intensified. Unquestionably the 
British Government will insist that if the cruiser Tuscaloosa had not been on hand, 
the commander of the liner Columbus would have refrained from scuttling the ship 
since he would have known that the British destroyer which had sighted him, would 
not bave accommodations for 576 survivors. Thus, Britain lost a valuable vessel. 
Again, the British will argue that under the Pan-American declaration, German mer- 
chantmen could move safely in the three hundred mile safety belt, and tn fog or heavy 
weather steam toward the Arctic Sea where escape would be easier as was the case 
with the Bremen. On their part, the Germans point out that the British can form 
convoys within the safety belt, and dispatch them to a point where they could be 
picked up by warships. Thus shorter routes to England and France would lessen the 
risk of submarine attack. Further, if the safety belt should be recognized by the 
belligerents, would not a precedent be established to which KMuropean neutrals could 
resort? 

While negotiations are in progress with Japan for the settlement of the questions 
arising out of her invasion of China, it is evident that they are not making the progress 
desired by Washington. This is shown by the latest request of Secretary Hull to 
manufacturers not to sell to Japan, not only airplanes and parts, but plans, plants, 
manufacturing rights or technical information for the production of high quality 
aviation gasoline. The same request has been made as to Russia, whose attack on 
Finland was excoriated by Under Secretary Welles in the course of his speech relative 
to Cuba. Apparently, the State Department believes it can assail both countries and 
not drive them into each other’s arms, but instead keep them apart and induce them to 
abandon their invasions. Our commercial treaty with Japan will expire on January 
26, and if it should not be replaced, Congress will be asked to impose an embargo upon 
that country. It is hoped that in his annual message the President will be able to 
state that an adjustment of all questions has been arranged, Such an agreement 
would have a powerful effect upon the uropean war as well as upon conditions in the 
Far Kast. 


Army Air Corps—A final competitive examination to select between 80 and 85 officers 
of the Air Reserve for commissions in the Regular Army Air Corps will be held in 
the various Corps Areas and Departments next month. Appointments to be made after 
the examination will take care of this fiscal year’s increase in the Air Corps com- 
missioned personnel. To be eligible for appointment an officer must have been on 
active duty in the Air Corps on 5 Aug. 1939 and must on that day have completed 
at least two years’ continuous active service. He must not be over 30 years of age, plus 
the number of years he has been on active duty. In other words, a Reserve officer, to be 
eligible for a regular commission, must not be over 35 years old, having had five 
years’ active service. 

ist Lt. Jack M. Malone, AC, and 2nd Lt. John B. Henry, Air-Res, have been 
placed in charge of a detachment of more than 100 men from Albrook Field, C. Z., 
working on barracks at the new Rio Hato airdrome, which is 70 miles west of Albrook 
Field. Runways at Rio Hato are expected soon to be in use. 

During the seven months from 1 Dec. 1939 to 30 June 1940, a total of 9,292 en- 
listed men are expected to be graduated from the various courses of instruction given 
at Army technical school and civilian mechanics schools, This total does not include

those who may be relieved before completion of their courses. 

Largest group, 4,217 men in all, will come from Scott Field; 2,654 will graduate 
from Chanute Field; 1,421 will complete courses at Lowry Field, and 1,000 will 
finish airplane engine and mechanics courses at civilian mechanics schools. Of these 
latter 200 will garduate from Casey Jones School of Aeornautics and Roosevelt Field 
272 from Curtiss-Wright Technical Institute, 80 each from New England Aircraft 
School and Spartan School of Aeronautics, 48 from Parks Air College and 120 from 
the Aeronautical University. 

At Scott Field, 4,147 of the graduates will be of the basic course and 70 will be 
weather observers. At Chanute Field graduates will be as follows: airplane 
mechanics, 1,025; aircraft machinists, 66; aircraft welders, 70; aircraft metal work- 
ers, 160; radio repairers and operators, 568; parachute riggers, 144; carburetor 
specialists, 80; electrical specialists, 178; instrument specialists, 198; propeller 
specialists, 117, link trainers, 30, and teletype maintenance, 18. 

At Lowry Field graduates will be: aircraft armorers, 462; photographers, 175: 
bomb sight maintenance, 84, and Air Corps supply and maintenance clerks, 700. F 

A photo school has been established at Wheeler Field, T. H., to train enlisted men 
for the field’s photographic laboratory. 


Bureau of Aeronauties—Newest arrival at the Naval Air Station at Anacostia, D, ¢, 
is the Model 28-5A Amphibian, said to be the largest amphibian in the world. The 
ship was brought to Anacostia for performance trials and was subjected to inspection 
by a number of ranking officers from the department. It was flown from San Diego, 
where it was constructed. Overnight stops were made at Randolph Field, Tex., and 
at Pensacola. Crew members were Lt. Carl. E. Giese, pilot; Lt. Roy Jackson, ¢o- 
pilot; K. L. Frye, machinist mate first class; S. C. Dill, machinist mate, second class; 
J. R. Wilson, chief radioman, and G. R. Tibbs, machinist for the builders. 

Basically the new Consolidated Amphibian is the Model 28 twin engined flying 
boat which the Navy knows as the PBY. The inherent advantages of the Model 28 
boat have been retained, and the great advantage of land plane operation added. The 
landing gear is of the tricycle type, with a single wheel forward and two aft, all of 
which are fully retractable. The side wheel and supporting mechanism, complete 
with oleo shock struts, retract into wells in the side of the hull. The nose wheel in 
the bow is completely closed over in the retracted position by automatically operated 
hatches so that no resistance to planing is encountered, All three wheels are operated 
by a central hydraulic power drive, and the operations are carried out in sequence 
automatically. A single lever controls both the extension and the retraction of the 
landing gear. Hydraulic pump power is derived from the main power plant or from 
an auxiliary engine, and may be operated by hand if necessary. 

Flight characteristics of the Model 28 flying boat so highly perfected in the 
original design, have been unaffected by the incorporation of the landing gear, and 
several handling advantages have become apparent. Flight testing with the gear in 
all positions, and in combination with the retractable wing tip floats, failed to dis- 
close any adverse affects. The same stable flying characteristics of the PBY are 
maintained, and there was found no loss of speed with the landing gear in the re 
tracted position. 

The advantages of the landing gear, aside from greatly extending the scope of 
utility for the Model 28, are many: For rough water taxying the extended gear serves 
as a sea anchor and greatly assists in control on rough open water, and in making 
an approach for mooring or ramp with an adverse wind. More engine power may be 
applied for short turns without undue acceleration. Turns on the water are achieved 
with far less skidding, and the danger of scraping the keel on the ram is eliminated. 
There is no necessity for a beaching crew, as the ship can climb a ramp or beach under 
its own power, or descend in the same manner, completely controlled by the brakes. 
It may also operate from remote sand beaches without benefit of special ramps or 
facilities for handling. 


Army Bands—The War Department is now working on tables of organization to 
cover the new system of Army bands. Pending completion of these tables, few changes 
have been made in the bands since it was decided to abolish the regimental bands 
and to create station and divisional bands. The bands of the division—one for each 
of the five Infantry divisions and one for the First Cavalry Division—each consists 
of two combined regimental bands, except the first, which as yet has only the band 
of the 18th Infantry. The Second Division band is composed of the bands of the 
9th and 23rd Infantry Regiments; the Third Division band, of the bands of the 15th 
Infantry and 10th Field Artillery; the Fifth Division band, of the bands of the 2nd 
and 10th Infantry Regiments, and the Sixth Division band, of the bands of the Ist 
and 20th Infantry Regiments. There will be no change at this time in the status of 
bands in the foreign departments. 

The post bands so far created are for Fts. Du Pont, Logan, Lawton, Sill, Ethao 
Allen, Wayne, Snelling, George Wright, Thomas, Benj. Harrison, Jay, Hamilton and 
Douglas, and for Madison Barracks, Vancouver Barracks, Plattsburg Barracks and 
the Presidio of San Francisco, These bands were the bands of regiments stationed at 
the posts, and the remaining regimental bands similarly will be converted to post bands 
for the posts at which the regiments are stationed. 

Tables of organization in preparation call for the post bands to be about the 
strength of the old regimental band and for division bands to be roughly the size of 
two regimental bands. No decision yet has been made on the duties of bandsmen in 
war. 
Upon completion of field training in the South, the division bands will accom 
pany division headquarters to their home stations, For the First Division this will 
be Ft. Hamilton, N. Y.; for the Second Division, Ft. Sam Houston, Texas; for the 
Third and Sixth Divisions, Ft. Lewis, Wash., and for the Fifth Division, Ft. Sheridan, 
Ill. 
Abolition of regimental bands will make it necessary to modify portions of drill 
regulations prescribing regimental ceremonies, Since the bands wll not be integral 
parts of regiments, the functions now filled by bands wili in some cases be taken over 
by field music—a combination of the buglers of subordinate units. 


Lighter-Than-Air—First public demonstration of operations with experimental 
equipment aboard the Navy’s non-rigid airship J-4 was held in the Atlantic Ocead, 
five miles east of Manasquan Inlet, N. J. Cameramen and observers were embar 
in the J-4, the non-rigids G-1, L-1 and TC-14, and the Coast Guard cutter Ponchar- 
train, as well as in two small Coast Guard boats. Exercises conducted inclu 
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anchoring on the drogue at sea, hoisting a stretcher patient aboard the airship from 
gn open boat, recovering a man from the water, taking on water, and refueling. 
preparatory to picking up the stretcher patient, the J-4 anchored on the drogue. 
Atwo-man rubber life raft was lowered to one of the Coast Guard boats. The man 
in the stretcher was placed in the life raft, then hoisted to the airship. Entire elapsed 
time, including the anchoring was 12 minutes. The man was then lowered to a boat 
which moved about 150 yards from the airship. He then dove into the water. In 
the meantime the drogue had been hauled in and the airship, at an altitude of about 
50 feet, moved under one engine, towing the life raft alongside the man, who clambered 
into it and was quickly hauled aboard. Entire time for the exercise was 10 minutes. 

During this exercise an automatic ballast bag was carried at the end of a Jacob’s 
jadder, and to demonstrate usefulness of the ladder, a man climbed from a boat to 
the airship, had a cup of coffee, and then climbed down again. 

The J-4 then took off, emptying her automatic ballast bag. To 
weight, about 400 pounds of water was taken aboard by means of the water recovery 
apparatus, A 100-gallon fuel bag was then dropped on the deck of the Ponchartrain, 
where it was filled and dropped over the side. The J-4’s crew had planned to hook 
the bag with a grapnel from an altitude of 75 feet, as had been done on previous tests, 
hut the grapnel failed to hold on two tries. The ship was landed on the water then, 
and the bag picked up by hand. Despite the two failures, it required only 30 minutes 
fom the time of dropping the bag until the fuel was in the J-4’s tanks. 

At present, improved water recovery apparatus, winches and flotation gear are 
wing manufactured. The cabin of the TC-13 is also being modified to incorporate all 
the facilities for extended operations that the experiments on the J-4 are proving

ermaster Corps—aA revised list of subsistence stores and other quartermaster 
supplies authorized for sale has been compiled by the office of the Quartermaster 
General and issued by the War Department in Circular 93. This list supersedes old 
Circular No. 47 of 1935 and subsequent modifications, 

The new list contains practically the same items as the old list except that it 
specifies in virtually all instances the number of selections of each item which may be 
stocked in the stores. It also indicates opposite each item whether it may be purchased 
by brand name or whether it must be bought under government specifications. 


Medical Corps—The War Department has announced an examination 18-22 Mar, 
140, both dates inclusive, for the purpose of qualifying candidates for appointment 
as First Lieutenants in the Medical Corps, Regular Army, to fill vacancies occurring 
during the remainder of the present fiscal year. Due to the expansion of the Air 
Corps and Coast Defenses with the proportionate increase in oflicers of the Medical 
Corps, there will be considerably more than the usual number of vacancies. 

The examination is open to all male graduates of acceptable medical schools in 
the United States and Canada who have completed one year’s internship in an ap- 
proved hospital and who will not be over 32 years of age at the time it will be possible. 
to tender a commission. The examination will be conducted by boards of medical 
officers convened throughout the United States and will consist of a physical examina- 
tion, a written examination in professional subjects, and a determination of the 
candidate’s adaptability for military service. 

Full information and application blanks will be furnished upon request addressed 
to The Adjutant General, War Department, Washington, D. C. Applications will not 
be considered if received in the War Department after 2 Mar. 1940. 


Airplane Census—With the 1940 decennial census separating for the first time 
figures on military and civil aircraft produced in the United States during 1939, com- 
pletion of the census will make available data on the number of military aircraft of 
all types and classes mauufactured this year. The first avintion census was made in 
1914, but that as well as all subsequent counts, enumerated all classes of aircraft in 
one group. 

Whether or not the actual figures on military production will be released under 
present world conditions can only be decided when the census is completed, Even if 
they are suppressed, the remaining figures should give an accurate interpretation of 
civil aircraft production. The aviation census will be comprehensive, excluding only 
nilitary and other federal activities, airlines and bases operated by airlines for their 
exclusive use, and municipal airports. All other aircraft production, distribution and 
operation enterprises will be canvassed. 


Quartermaster Corps—The Quartermaster Corps this week asked bids for con- 
struction of $10,092,500 worth of barracks, barracks capable of housing 12,262 en 
listed men in the Canal Zone. The invitation involves the largest sum comprised in a 
single invitation for years. 

Bids will be opened simultaneously on 7 Feb. 1940 at Albrook Field, C. Z.; Ft. 
Mason, Calif., and New York, N. Y., and awards may be made for any group of bar- 
racks or for the entire group, as determined to be to the best advantage of the govern- 
ment. About $6,700,000 worth of the buildings will be in the Pacific sector of the 
Canal Zone, and about $3,300,000 in the Atlantic sector, In the latter sector the fol- 
lowing buildings will be built: at Ft. Davis, three 150-man barracks and one 25-man 
barracks, at estimated cost of $550,000; at Mount Hope, eleven 100-man barracks, 
one 150-man barracks, seven 200-man barracks and one 28-man barracks, at estimated 
cost of $2,140,000, and at Ft. Sherman, six 100-man and one 200-man barracks, at esti- 
mated cost of SGA0,000, 

The Pacific sector barracks will include: nine 150-nan barracks at Albrook Field, 
at estimated cost of $1,120,000; seven 150-man, two 2S-man, ten 100-man and three 
200-man barracks at Ft. Clayton, at estimated cost of $2,168,500; eight 100-man, five 
10-man and twelve 200 man barracks at Ft. Kobbe, which includes the new base, 
Ost $3,175,000. and three 100-man barracks at Corozal, cost $299,000. 

This contract will be the first major part of the work at Panama, where the 
Quartermaster ( ‘orps will spend scores of millions of dollars this year. On next priority 
in the zone are the quarters of officers and non-commissioned officers, for which bids 
Will be invited within a few days. The QMC has also outstanding invitations for bids

Ordnance Department—Replying to attacks on the rapidity with which the new 
Semiautomatic M1 rifles are being manufactured and distributed to the Regular 
Army and National Guard, the Ordnance Department this week stated that develop- 
Ment of the new piece had developed at a satisfactory rate since its inception in 1929. 
The rate of progress was comparable, or even more rapid, than that of any new 





weapon. Service tests of the rifle indicated desirable improvements, it was said, while 
the transition from hand production to mass production required some time. 

It is now known that daily production of the M1 at Sprinfield Arsenal is over 
100 rifles a day and that within a few months that figure will be doubled. Contract 
for manufacture of 65,000 of the rifles has been awarded to Winchester Repeating 
Arms Company, to supplement government manufactures, On first priority for receipt 
of the rifle, are the Infantry Troops now in training in the South, all of whom will 
have the rifles by spring, but 13 National Guard Infantry regiments are also receiving 
the rifle at the present time. 

Reviewing the history of the development and manufacture of the M1, the Ord- 
nance Department stated: “The U. 8S. Rifle, Caliber .80, M1, was conceived by John C, 
Garland sometime in 1929. It resulted from his experience in the design and de- 
velopment of a caliber .276 semiautomatic rifle. The construction of a pilot model 
was authorized on 7 Noy, 1929, and the order placed with Springtield Armory on 14 
Novy. 1929, The pilot model was completed in October 1931, tested at Aberdeen Proving 
Ground 9 and 10 Oct, 1931, and returned to Springfield Armory for correction of de- 
fects which developed in the test. The second test was made 18, 28 and 24 Feb, 1932, 
and the rifle returned for further correction of difficulties encountered. The third 
test was conducted 21 and 22 March 1932. Upon completion of this last test, instrue- 
tions were given for the manufacture of SO models for extended service tests. This 
order was placed with Springtield Armory in March 1982. The 80 rifles were com- 
pleted and delivered in May 1934; fifty to the Infantry Board and 25 to the Cavalry 
Board.” 

Pointing out that jigs, tools and fixtures developed in production of these 80 rifles 
were not suitable for mass production, the Department officers continued: “The ser- 
vice tests of these rifles was suspended in August of 1984 due to failures of certain 
major components. The service tests were completed in December of 1935 and the 
rifle was officially standardized in January of 1936. Anticipating this standardiza- 
tion, there were included in the estimates for the fiscal year 1986 limited funds for 
production of the rifle. 

Before a weapon is standardized, it was explained, it must go through the Ord- 
nance proving ground tests and then an extended test in the hands of troops. 


jorps of Engineers—The necessity of perfecting in peacetime an engineer organiza- 
tion to work with the Air Corps in time of war was stressed by Brig. Gen. Barton K. 
Yount, assistant chief of Air Corps, in an address to the Washington Post of the 
Society of American Military Engineers at their luncheon meeting in the Army and 
Navy Club, 20 Dec. Discussing “The Air Corps and the Engineers,” General Yount 
stated that it had not yet been determined whether Engineer troops who would work 
on Air Corps projects in war should be organized as a regiment attached to the GHQ 
Air Force, or in smaller detachments with each of the wings. Whatever the organiza- 
tion, he said, it would be advisable to work it out now so that the Air Corps and the 
Engineers could train together in order to function efliciently in time of emergency. 

The principal duties of the Engineers in connection with Air Corps activities 
would be to construct, maintain and repair landing fields and hangars in the theatre 
of operations, and to carry out the very important task of camouflage. Another duty 
of the Engineers which involves cooperation with the Air Corps is the reproduction of 
photographs and maps. General Yount touched briefly on the advances made in 
camouflage of airfields in lurope, especially in Germany, to stress the magnitude of 
the task that confronts the Corps of Engineers. 

Maj. Gen. Julian L. Sehley, chief of Engineers, following the guest speaker, 
pointed out that learning from other arms and services what they expected from the 
Kngineers was of great assistance to the Engineers in their preparations for assisting 
the other branches. Brig. Gen. George V. Strong, assistant chief of staff, War Plans 
Division, stated that, while it was the function of all arms and services to help the 
Jnfantry get ahead, the Corps of Engineers was responsible for helping all the arms 
and services to help the Infantry. Ie also described the breakdown of France's fine 
rouds under normal troop movements not under fire, and stated that, whereever 
American troops might fight, the Engineers, in maintaining roads, would have a 
terrific job on their hands. 

Annual election of otlicers of the Washington Post will be held at next month's 
meeting.

Aviation Gasoline—The State Department, after consultation with the War and 
Navy Departments, has decided that the national interest suggests that for the time 
being there should be no further delivery to certain countries of plans, plants, manu- 
facturing rights, or technical information required for the production of high quality 
aviation gasoline. 

This decision has been reached with a view to conserving in this country certain 
technical information of strategic importance and as an extension of the announced 
policy of this Govermment in regard to the sale of airplanes, seronautical equipment, 
and materials essential to airplane manufacture to countries the armed forces of 
Which are engaged in unprovoked bombing or machine-gunning of civilian populations 
from the air. The interested American oil companies have been informed of the 
Government's decision in this matter. 


Bureau of Yards and Docks—Two new dry docks were contracted for for the Pearl 
Harbor, T. IL, Navy Yard this week, as the Navy’s Bureau of Yards and Docks 
awarded contracts totalling about $10,000,000, The two dry docks, which will require 
almost three years to complete, will cost $6,259,268. Other awards by the bureau this 
week included: magazines, roads and utilities at the Hawthorne, Neyv., ammunition 
depot, $1,152,500; steelwork for two double hangars at Jacksonville Naval Air Sta- 
tion, a single hangar at the new Banana River station and a double hangar at Key 
West station, $329,300; steelwork for one double hangar each at Quonset Point, Floyd 
Bennett and Squantum stations, $304,700; a temporary encampment for two battalions 
at the Marine Corps Base, Los Angeles, San Diego, Calif., $421,750, and dredging at the 
Banana River base, $306,018.75, 


Bureau of Supplies and Accounts—More than $30,000,000 worth of airplanes and 
parts were ordered by the Navy Department this week through its Bureau of Yards 
and Docks.

In reporting the selection of Maj. Gen. 
Charles H, Martin, USA-Ret., by the Port 
land (Ore.) Realty board as the “First 
Citizen” of Portland for the year 1989, 
the Oregonian commented editorially as 
follows:

Intensely loyal by na 
ture, impatient of inactivity, far-visioned, 
constructive, his residence in this city has 
meant much to the community and the state. 
Such attributes not only win respect, even 
from those who find themselves in conflict 
with the possessor, but they achleve results 
that are of lasting benefit. 

“It is a time for congratulating General 
Martin, one supposes, but as in any instance 
of the sort it is equally evident that we should 
congratulate ourselves, Citizenship of this 
caliber doesn't happen along every day.” 





Property Vouchers 


Pending the printing of changes in AR 
35-6560, 22 Sept. 1938, paragraph 21% of 
those regulations is added as follows: 
Property vouchers signed by assistant 
to accountable officer.—An accountable prop 
erty officer may authorize a commissioned as 
sistant to sign property vouchers and papers 
for and in the name of the accountable officer, 
provided that such authorization will be given 
in writing in triplicate, one copy of which will 
be retained by the accountable officer, one 
copy given to the assistant authorized to sign, 
and the third copy accompanied by authen 
ticated specimen signatures of the assistant 
(see par, 8, AR 35-1040) forwarded to the dis 
bursing officer who normally pays the com 
mercial accounts of the post, camp, or station 
of the accountable property officer concerned.

Among the comments made by Army 
promotion list officers in responding to 
the Army anp Navy JouRNAL’s survey 
are the following: 

Lt. Col., Inf.—“‘Age in grade at 75% 
pay. Believe effect of proposed bill will 
be favorable to me personally, but I be- 
lieve that in emergency age in grade will 
be taken care of by promotions. Better 
a rigorous annual physical, and prompt 
retirement for all not fit. You and I know 
of numerous older officers who have not 
been physically fit for-years.” 

Lt. Col., CAC—“‘Age in grade; rigid 
physical requirements. Selection only 
from top third of list of colonels except 
for branch chiefs.” 

Col., CAC—*“Physical standards.” 

Maj., CAC—Forced attrition: “Stricter 
physical, elimination by efficiency records 
over 5-10 year period, age in grade re- 
tirement. While in favor of proposed bill 
from which I would neither profit nor 
lose, I think it is probably best com- 
promise without complication. The bill 
as drawn permits retention of younger 
low caliber men while eliminating excel- 
lent older men.” 

Capt., FA—“Believe present scheme of 
gradual reduction of age in grade su- 
perior to any abrupt change of system.” 

Maj., FA—“Retire colonels who have 
been passed over twice for promotion to 
Brig. Gen.” 

Col, Ord.—‘“Retirement on 1st physi- 
eal standing 2nd efficiency rating.” 

Capt., FD—“Remove those least physi- 
eally fit. I am definitely against promo- 
tion by selection. The principle is right 
but its application is impossible. One only 
has to look around and note what a great 
factor friendship is in good details and 
what assignments, to realize what the 
above system would be.” 

Maj., QM—“*Physically unfit officers 
should be found and retired ; the B board 
should take care of other unfit officers. 
Why lose officers to the service, who by 
war experience gained their commission, 
when most needed?”

from Dantzic to St. Petersburg, where 
I was military attaché. At that moment, 
the whole American Army was vibrating 
with emotion over a proposal made in 
Congress to institute some form of pro- 
motion by selection, and I amused my- 
self by writing you a letter, which, if you 
dug it up, might cause you to laugh, And 
in these dark days it is such a useful 
thing to laugh. 

The storm of 1905 subsided and the 
promotion law remained unchanged. Al- 
most nobody pretends that it is a good 
law making for efficiency, and it is perti- 
nent to ask why it has remained un- 
changed. The reason is that whenever 
an effort haus been made to alter it, the 
advice and the preferences of officers 
have been decisive. Now this is not a 
subject on which the whole body of offi- 
cers can give disinterested counsel; and 
it is contrary to every military principle 
aus well as to ordinary morality to ask 
them to do so, 

We do not consult soldiers as to the 
amount and composition of their rations ; 
we do not consult the captains of a regi- 
ment as to who should be their colonel; 
doctors do not ask their patients what 
sort of medicine ought to be given them. 
The rules of promotion in an army should 
he devised by those who have no per- 
sonal interest in their application, by 
those interested solely in obtaining an 
efficient corps of officers. It is certainly 
better that officers should like these rules 
and that they should be assured of their

honest and intelligent application; but 
their wishes in the matter are just as 


unimportant to the government as are 
the wishes of his men to a captain when 
he has been ordered to lead them into 
netion. 

Promotion by selection was instituted 
in the French, German and other great 
armies, not chiefly to reward superior 
ability, but as a scheme to get the best 
officers into the most important positions. 
In business and in politics superior abil- 
ity emerges automatically; the key- 
places get filled by the most capable and 
energetic men through their own efforts 
and independently of their age. In an 
urmy such a process is impossible, and 
so legislation has to supply the machin- 
ery for effecting it. 

Previous efforts to change our promo- 
tion law have always been defeated by 
our officers, a majority of whom most 
naturally prefer the advantage of stay- 
ing on the active list until they are sixty- 
fgur years old to the uncertainties of 
competition. They do not express it this 
way. They usually say they “fear politi- 
cal influence.” What they really fear and 
hate is the thought of seeing Bill Smith, 
who graduated two years later, jump 
them on the army list. Our officers are 
courageous and self sacrificing; they are 
quite ready to get killed in battle, but 
not to be jumped by Bill Smith. The idea 
is simply poison to them. These violent 
prejudices on the part of oflicers have 
heretofore prevailed because our legis- 
lators did not feel that the efficiency of 
the army was of vital importance to the 
country. Verhaps they are now taking 
nnother view. 

If promotion by seniority is a good 
thing, why should it not apply when 
appointing brigadier and major-generals? 
If it is a bad thing, why apply it to cap- 
tains and majors? If an honest and fair 
selection for the grade of general officer 
is possible, is not the same result obtain- 
able for the grade of colonel? Suppose 
a captain of infantry, who is strongly in 
favour of promotion by seniority, should 
be told that he must apply that rule 
when appointing the corporals and ser- 
geants of his company: would he agree 
that it helped its efficiency? 

In time of peace, almost any rule of 
promotion can be made to work, and the 
preferences of officers might readily be 
accepted as the determining factor, for

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the men do not have to be considered, 
But when war comes upon us, or when 
we are preparing for the possibility of 
immediate hostilities, the main consid. 
eration becomes the private soldier and 
his family. When men go into battle they 
have the right to demand that their goy. 
ernment shall have taken every precan.- 
tion to provide them with the most eff. 
cient officers that human ingenuity cap 
devise, and our legislators have no high. 
er duty than to attend to this very thing, 
When a war is over, our congressmen 
have always shown themselves extremely 
generous towards the men who fought: 
should they not be equally solicitous of 
these same men before sending them into 
action? 

We all know that good officers not only 
help to win battles but help to save the 
lives of their soldiers, and if a new pro- 
motion law is to be enacted by the 
present Congress, the sole question to be 


answered should be, will it give us in 
all grades the best obtainable com- 
manders? No consideration of expense 
and no consideration of officers’ feelings 
should influence our legislators. Their 
first duty is to the men who are going 


to fight. If captains fifty years old and 
colonels of sixty, if the absence of com- 
petition and of the stimulant of ambition, 
are believed conducive to this end, then 
by all means let us keep promotion by 
seniority. But if such is not the case, 
then some other system ought to be in- 
stituted. 


The fact that we are the only great 
power where promotion by seniority 


exists should not influence us a particle, 
provided that we have some substitute 
which better accomplishes the end 
sought ; that end in France and Germany 
(it should be with us) is to obtain, 
through long and patient effort extending 
over many years, a corps of officers from 
which the weakest elements have been 
¢liminated and the most efficient placed in 
those positions where their tested 
capacity will help in saving soldiers from 
useless sacrifices. 

Bill Smith has no voice in the French 
and German armies.

Changes in Army Regulations 

Among the more important changes in 
Army Regulations during recent weeks 
were the following: 

Increasing from one year to two years and 
eight months the amount of time an enlisted 
wan must have remaining on his enlistment 
to be eligible for detail to a service school, 
other than a school for bakers and cooks, 
which remains at one year. Also providing 
that enlisted men completing courses at 
special service schools will not be permitted 
to purchase discharges during balance of cur- 
rent enlistment except in case of dependency 
of near relatives. (AR 350-110 Military Edu 
cation, General and Special Service Schools.) 

Increases from six to seven weeks length of 
basic course at Chemical Warfare School for 
National Guard = officers and ORC, and 
diminates the specific dates for holding the 
line and staff officers’, the field officers’ and 
the NCOs’ courses. (AR 350-1300 Military 
Education, Chemical Warfare School.) 

Concerning travelling by private automobile 
by officers on duty, adds a new section g to 
Paragraph 1. Without Troops. (AR 605-180 
Commissioned Officers, Traveling on Duty.) 

Changing of some qualifications in use of 
arms, providing among other things that “In 
ease of question as to whether a man shouid 
fire his personal arm or a crew-served weapon, 
the matter will be decided by the officer 
authorized to issue qualification orders.” 
(AR 35-2380 Finance Department, Additional 
Compensation for Enlisted Men for Special 
Qualification in the Use of Arms.) 

Provides for issuance of transportation re- 
quests in certain cases for travel by com- 
mercial air carriers. (AR 30-910 Quarter- 
master Corps, Transportation Requests.)

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Financial Digest 

There was little in the way of cheer 
for investors and speculators during the 
week before Christmas. It seemed to be 
generally realized that hope that the war 
would terminate in the spring has little 
prospect of realization. Not much 
credence was given to the Washington 
predictions that substantial budget cuts 
would be made, but there was general 
belief in the prospect that the President 
would recommend tax increases osten- 
sibly for National Defense, and also to 
reimburse the Treasury for an outlay of 
550 millions, expended for farm benefits 
during the past two years for which ap- 
propriations were not made, There is 
satisfaction in business circles that the 
investigation of the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board is disclosing scandalous 
maladministration, but, with the Presi- 
dent opposed, amendment to the law is 
not expected during the coming session. 
Rumors are current that the President in 
his annual message, may urge incorpora- 
tion of Labor Unions, which would be in 
line with the indictment of unions in 
building trades for violation of the anti- 
trust law. However, the Administration 
insists the President will not advocate 
anything in his forthcoming message 
which might produce a serious contro- 
versy and prolong the session, 

But while the President is urging a 
short session, there is little prospect that 
Congress will heed his wishes. That body 
will not want to increase the debt limit, 
it will want to cut federal expenditures 
below those recommended by the Execu- 
tive, it will be hostile to increase in taxes. 
Looming large in its deliberations and 
actions will be the Third Term issue and 
the European and Asiatic wars. There 
will be maneuvering by the supporters of 
Vice President Garner to show that he is 
an upholder of old-fashioned democratic 
principles, by the New Dealers to perpetu- 
ate their theories, and by the Republicans 
to make as much anti-New Deal and anti- 
democratic ammunition as they can. 
There will be a general disposition to 
stress economy, even though it be in the 
form of lip service, and there will be de- 
termined opposition to any raising of the 
National Debt limit or of taxes. Mem- 
bers will keep in mind that they are up 
for reelection, and they will not wish to be 
charged with promoting national bank- 
ruptcy or with imposing further burdens 
upon business. It is apparent, therefore, 
that the coming session will bring into 
the open the bitter strife which has been 
latent ever since the President refused 
to make public announcement of disap- 
proval of the sit-down strike in Detroit.

Merchant Marine 
Prospects that the United States would 
end the war with a large number of its 
overage merchant ships disposed of at 


a profit brightened this week when it 
was learned that a_ British mission, 


headed by Sir Ashley Sparks, director of 
the United States branch of the British 
shipping ministry, was seeking to pur- 
chase 10 freighters to transport lumber 
and cotton. 

The British have approached Lykes 
Bros. (trans-Atlantic operator) and 
American-Hawaiian Lines (intercoastal 
operator) to buy six and four old vessels, 
respectively. Both operators are said to 
be willing to sell the vessels, if the Mari- 
time Commission approves. 

The Administration has already in 
formed the prospective purchasers that 
outright sale of the ships would not con- 
flict with the Neutrality Act, provided 
ships are not used for military purposes. 
It is also understood that the Maritime 
Commission will condition approval upon 
the proviso that the ships be scrapped 
when the war ends. 

It was also rumored this week that the 
British have contracted with Gulf ship 
building interests for enlargement of 
their facilities and construction of eight 
7,500-ton ships. Maritime Commission 
officials intimated this week that existing 
shipbuilding facilities in the United 
States, taxed by the Naval and Merchant 
shipbuilding programs, hardly permitted 


the filling of construction orders for 
foreign nations at this time. 
The commission this week also ap- 


proved several applications for transfers 
of vessels to various foreign flags. One 
wis the 6,085-ton Bellflower, built in 
1919; another the 2,647-ton Santa Isabel, 
built in 1920; the third, the 3,703-ton 
Walter ID. Munson, built in 1917, and the 
fourth, the 3,285-ton Mundixie, built in 
1921. Many other applications for trans- 
fer were received this week. 
A Problem Solved 

One of the outstanding problems fae- 
ing the government in its plan to make 
America’s merchant marine, faster, 
newer and more economical has been the 
disposition of overage vessels which 
would be displaced by the new construc- 
tion. There are now over 100 vessels in 
the governmment’s laid-up fleet, and pru- 
dence would indicate addition of some of 
the displaced vessels, but many are not 
suitable for such purposes. Sule to 
foreign nations offers a means of disposi- 
tion at profit, while the vessels them- 
selves—old, slow, expensive to operate 
would not be serious competitors. 

Congress at its last session enacted 
legislation setting up a “trade-in” system 
whereby the government will take old 
vessels, giving credit on new construc- 
tion. This, of course, would be at the ex- 
pense of the taxpayer, and ship operators 
would in many cases be cautious about 
buying new tonnage fearful that a change 
of administrations would throw on the 
market the laid-up vessels at “give-away” 
prices, such as was done after the World 
War. An operator then who had bought 
new tonnage, obligating himself to pay 
over a 20-year period, would be at a tre- 
mendous economic disadvantage with a 
competitor who was operating vessels— 
slow and expensive, true—but able to 
quote rates which did not have to include 
high amortization and depreciation 
charges. 





Comptroller Rules on Reserve 


Pay 

The Comptroller General on 16 Oct. 
1939 advised the Secretary of the Navy 
in part as follows, in regard to the date 
from which ensigns A-V (N), Naval Re- 
serve, serving on active duty in the Navy, 
are authorized to be credited with the 
active duty pay and allowances of the 
grade of lieutenant (junior grade) when 
promoted in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Section 3 of the Naval Aviation 
Reserve Act of 1939, 

Section 3 of the 1939 act authorizes promo- 
tion from the grade of ensign or second lieu- 
tenant after three years’ service as such, if 





found qualified, to the grade of lieutenant (jg) 
Naval Reserve, or first lieutenant, Marine 
Corps Reserve, and the proviso to the section 
specifically authorizes the counting of service 
(both for the purpose of commission and for 
promotion) subsequent to the completion of 
active duty while undergoing training. Sec- 
tion 10 of the act provides that no pay or al- 
lowances shall be held to have acerued under 
the act prior to its enactment, and section 1 
provides that it shall take effect July 1, 1939. 

There is evident here a purpose to fix the 
pay of aviation cadets and members of the 
Naval Reserve or Marine Corps Reserve com- 
missioned from such a status and on con 
tinuous active duty: (1) during the period of 
training as provided in the act of 1935, (2) 
after completion of training and during the 
first three years of service as ensigns, and (3) 
if found qualified and promoted to the grades 
of lieutenant (jz), Naval Reserve, or first lieu 
tenant, Marine Corps Reserve, during the four 
years following as the pay and allowances of 
the last cited grades. While the promotion is 
to an office in the Naval Reserve or Marine 
Corps Reserve and must be accepted to be 
come effective, it is also intended as a means 
of providing the pay contemplated to be paid 
to persons commissioned from a status of avia 
tion cadets of the Naval Reserve. Accordingly, 
when the officer has accepted the commission, 
pay and allowances in the advanced grade of 
lieutenant (jz) or first lieutenant are payable 
from the date stated in the commissions, if the 
date stated is the correct date, although prior 
to the actual date of acceptance and oath of 
office. 

Previous decisions of the Comptroller 
with reference to officers of classes other 
than A-V (N) promoted while serving on 
active duty, and the effective date of in- 
crease of pay, are not changed by the de- 
cision.

Concentration of Tank Units

Late in February or early in March the 
First Division, with the Fifth Division, 
available Corps Troops, and Fourth Corps 
Area and available Infantry School 
troops, will engage in preliminary Corps 
Ixercises. These corps exercises will be 
held in the McClellan-Tallapoosa (Soil 
Conservation area)—Benning Area. 

Second Division 

The 2nd Division, under command of 
Maj. Gen. Walter Krueger, completed the 
concentration of all its troop elements 
either at Ft. Sam Houston or at Camp 
Bullis on the Leon Springs Military Res- 
ervation on 9 Nov. Only two divisional 
units were not stationed at lt. Sam Hous- 
ton at the time the concentration was 
ordered: namely, the 38th Inf. at Ft. 
Douglas, Utah, and the 2nd Eng. Bat- 
talion at Ft. Logan, Colo. 

The 38th Infantry, less the Ist Bat- 
talion, under the command of Col, F. EK. 
Uhl, made its movement in three echelons, 
The first echelon, a truck convoy, left Ft. 
Douglas 2 Nov. and arrived in the con- 
centration area 8 Noy. The second and 
third echelons left Ft. Douglas by train 
6 Nov. and arrived on 9 Nov. 

The 2nd Engineer Battalion, com- 
manded by Col. D. H. Connolly, entrucked 
on 2 Nov. at Ft. Logan, Colo., and ar- 
rived in the concentration area on 6 Nov. 

Both the 38th Infantry and the 2nd En- 
gineers Battalion are quartered at Camp 
Rullis, where floored squad tents, kit- 
chens, mess halls, shower baths, and 
latrines are available. 

All days in the week except Sunday, 
holidays and normally Saturday after- 
noons, are considered training days. The 
training starts at 7:30 A. M. and con 
tinues until 4:00 P. M., with suspension 
of one hour for the midday meal, Only 
inclement weather will keep the troops 
from the field. 

The period ending 1 Dec. was devoted 
primarily to the field training of com 
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ponent units. However, a number of com- 
bat team and divisional exercises were 
scheduled for this period, These exercises 
were conducted not only for the purpose 
of perfecting the teamwork of combat 
teams and the division as a whole, but 
also to afford the Divisional Commander 
and subordinate commanders opportuni- 
ties to check, test, and improve the train- 
ing of all units. 

An intensified firing program is being 
followed. The increase in funds for am- 
munition permits more field firing than 
has heretofore been the case. In order 
that full advantage may be taken of add- 
ed allowances, all ranges are in operation 
every day, and frequent night firings are 
held. The two infantry regiments at Ft. 
Sam Houston, 0th and 28rd, have com- 
pleted a week of combat firing practice in 
the field. The 38th Infantry and the 2nd 
Engineer Battalion conducted combat fir- 
ing training from 11 Dee. to 19 Dee. The 
artillery fired service ammunition, night 
and day, from 20 Noy, to 7 Dee. All units 
are conducting at least two night prob- 
lems during the period 9 Novy. to 31 Dee, 

Realism is emphasized, not only by the 
infantry and artillery and other elements 
actually in the firing line, but by all sup- 
ply and administrative agencies. When- 
ever physical loads of Class T supplies, 
ammunition, and other supplies are not 
available, their transport is not simulated, 
but the equivalent bulk and weight is 
actually carried from railhead or dump to 
the troops engaged. This procedure 
proved its training worth in the recent 
tests of the Provisional 2nd Division pre- 
liminary to the organization of the new 
division. 

2nd Div. Training Area 

In order that the troops may have an 
opportunity to operate in a manner as 
closely approaching actual war conditions 
as is practicable in peace time, arrange- 
ments are being completed to rent south 
of San Antonio, a tract of land containing 
approximately one hundred and fifty 
thousand acres, 

The Division Commander contemplates 
moving the division into that area imme- 
diately after the first of the year, and to 
execute a series of continuing problems 
throughout a period of 28 days. Those 
problems will cover not only the usual 
phases of offensive and defensive combat, 
but also such special operations as river 
crossing, defense of a river line, and night 
operations, The terrain under considera- 
tion is of such a varied nature and of so 
great an extent that the division will not 
be hampered in any maneuver which may 
be planned for it
